The trade dollar was a commercial 
when first coined, but it is 
now a commercial nuisance. In 1873 
the trade dollar was issued for purposes 
of trede with China and other A iati 
-onnutries. Before that time Americans 
had be 

hipping them to the Orientals in pay- 
ment of merchandise. The trace dollar 
was never intended for circulation in 
this country, but for exportation 
abroad. For five years they were 
coined and largely used. The act au- 
thorizing their coinage repealed the act 
authorizing the coinage of the standard 
dollar, thus making them for a teme the 
only dollar coins issued by the United 
States. The merchants might as well 


and have used silver bars for eastern trade, 


but it was thought that the stampof the 
sovernment certifying that 420 grains 
of silver 900 fine would give other coun- 
confidence than to 
use simple bars of silver un- 
stumped and uncertified. From 1873 to 
1876 they were legal tender, and 15,000,- 
000 of them were coined. From 1876 to 
1878 all trade dollars coined were not 
legal tender, but it is the opinion of 
eminent lawyers that the 15,000,000 ul- 
ready coined were legal tender, while 
those coined after 1876 were not. 
coinage was discontinued February 22, 
1878, up to which time there had been 
85,059,360 coined. The exact value of 
a. trude dollar now is 77 cents, although 
people get as much more than that for 
them as they can. 

February 19, 1887, an act was passed 
by congress authorizing the redemption 
of trade ‘dollars for six months, dollar 
for dollar. At that time statisticians 
estimated that there were about 7,000,- 
000 in the country. As 7,689,036 were 
redeemed it is probable that there are 
not many now in the United States, 
alth ugh they do not command a pre- 
mi mu as rarities. 

zike all the other coins of value the 
trade dollar has been counterfeited, 
most of the counterfeits being made 
fype metal and circulated in China, Ja- 
pan and the East Indies. The inhab- 
itants of the east have learned to be 
wary and watchful when handling 
coins that come from the occident. 
Most of the trade dollars that went to 
the eastern countries were melted and 
recoined in the currency of the orient. 
The trade dollar contains four more 
grains of silver than the standard dol- 
lar, and has eight one-thousandths the 
less of alloy. 

A CURIOUS SECT. 
Strange Beliefs of Certain Inhabitants o- 
Asiatic Turkey. 

The Levant Herald states that the 
official paper of Bassorah gives some 
particulars on the subject of the tribe 
of Saibi, established in that province of 
Asiatic Turkey. The Saibis,” it says, 
are monotheists; their faith is that of 
Yahya (St. John) and they believe in 
all the prophets, who, according to 


them., have come into this world each 
for his own chosen people. The Saibis 
make their devotions at morn and even, 
kneeling on the ground. On Sundays 
and at Bairam the number of prescribed 
prayers is eight; these the devotees 
make turning their faces to the north. 
Their books are written in the Syrian 
dialect. They fast only during the first 
ten days of Ramazan, from the appear- 
ance of the moon tothe setting of the 
sun. In the way of meat they only eat 
mutton, which must be previously 
washed in the river. The flesh of ail 
other animals, including birds, is not 
touched by them. They also always 
avoid eating food prepared by persons 
not belongiug to their sect. When by 
any fortuitous circumstance they con- 
sider themselves soiled they wash them- 
selves in the river. The women, too, 
‘purify themselves in the waters 


of the river, and there, also, the 
marriage ceremony is celebrated.) The 
Saibis declare that after death the soul 
lives and will be rewarded aud punished 
according its deserts. Sunday is a 
day of rest among them. It is their 
habit to allow their beard and whiislicrs 
to grow. A Saibican, if he so wishes, 
marry four women, but not more, and 
divorce is also a recognized institution 
among them. Cousin may marry cach 
other.

DIRECTIONS FOR TAKING SAMPLES OF 

SUGAR BEETS FOR ANALYSIS. 
When the beets appear to be ma- 

ture (September 15 to November 15, 

according to latitude and time of 

and before any second 
growth can take place, select an av- 


al. ng a distance which should vary as 
follows, according to the width be- 
tween rows: 

From rows 16 inches apart, gather 
75 feet; from rows 18 inches apart, 
gather 66%; feet; from rows 20 inches 
apart, gather 59 4-5 feet; from rows 22 
inches apaat, gather 54 3-5 feet; from 
rows 24 inches apart, gather 50 feet. 

The number of beets growing in the 
row. Of the length above mentioned, 
must be counted. The tops are then 
to be removed, the beets carefully 
washed free of all dirt, wiped with a 
towel and weighed. When the row is 
not long enough to meet the condi- 
tions, take enough from the adjacent 
rows to make up the required length. 
The number cof beets harvested mul- 
tiplied by 435.6 will give the total 
number per acre. The total weight 
of beets harvested multiplied by 435.6 
will give the yield per acre. 

No beets willbe analyzed which 
are not sampled as described above 
and properly identified.

When wanted it is only necessary to 
take the bottle into a room where heat 
is wanted, take out the stopper and it 
is warmed up comfortable in less than 
five minutes and will retain the heat 
ſor hours. Mr. Fagan,as he is respect- 
fully called now, has bad an offer from 
a Chicago man with whom he has 
been in correspondence for a year past 
of $100,000 for the right. The Gazstre 
takes pleasure in congratulating Mr. 
Fagan on the success of his invention, 
which promises to revolutionize the 
world in a heating sense.
